Rod, and to forego the Name of Engli/hmen. 
With what Face can we talk over the noble 
Wreftlings of our Anceftors with the Prerogative, 


when it was alinoft indehnite; while we fhew no | 
Spark of that glorious Spirit, which we affect to | 
idolize in them; but, on the contrary, fufler our- | 
extinguifhed, we had never feen its Light, nor

Vith what Face can you or I declaim againft 
eeucial Depravity, or particular Corruption, it we 
do not approve ourfelves to be ncapable of Corrup-

nocent, great, and laudable for the public Service, 
and as the belt of our Foretathers ? 


With what Confiftency can we call our Confti- | 
tution, a happy one, if it breeds its own Bane, | 
_ number the Beneficent , that we rather wiih to fee 


without providing an Antidote ? 

Have you or I, Sir, the criminal MUidefly to fup- 
pole, that we are too Infignificant, to aid and aflift 
in the common Caufe of our Country ? Let us re- 
fic&, that the Occan is form’d of Drops of Water ; 
that the very Duft of the Balance contributes to 
turn the Beam; that the fmallctt Pebble will give 
Motion to the largeft Lake: That where there are 
any democratic Particles in the Ingredicuts of Go- 


vernment, there is fcarce an Individual who, in his 
Place, cannot help to ruin or fave: That there is 
a univerfal Connection between Man and Man, 
which reaches upwards from the Beggar to the 
Prince, and downwards from: the Prince. to the 
Beggar ; and that, according to the Type in Da- 
niel’s Dream, the Stone that is hewn out without 
Hands, may level the Idol of Neluchadnezzar the 
King. 

Thefe Confiderations or Hints, are fufficient to 
thew that every Engli/hman is ot fome Importance ; 
and that he who is not eminent enough to lead, 
ought to think it his Duty to follow. 

But Modeity of any Kind, is fearce to be call’d 
the Vice of this Age. We have more Reafon to 
fear the Prevalence of Selfifhnefs and Sen/uality ; 
that the Young and the Old detach themfelves from 
the Public, and devote themfelves to their Paflions : 
That the firft live as if the prefent Day was to 
comprehend the Whole of their Exittence, and the 
laft as if mere Exiftence was all that was worth 
their Solicitude. If you, or I, Sir, belong to cither 
of thefe Clafles, our own Hearts will tell us, that 
inftead of being ferviceable to Socicty, we ftudy 
only how to make it our Prey: ‘That inftead of 
being anxious for the public Good, we are Seckers 
of our own private Gratifications ; That when we 
join the common Cry againft a Minifter, we rather 
exprefs our Difpleafure, that'we have not the fame 
Opportunities of doing Mifchief, than our Zeal 
for the Commonwealth: That we affect what we 
do not feel, and that, in very Deed, we are no 
more concern’d for the Fate of Old Lygand, than 
the Fate of Turkey. 

There is, likewife, Sir, a provoking Indifferency, 
with Refpe& to Matters of Government, which, 
T am afraid, increafes among us every Day. When 
the Conflitution has receiy’d the mott deep and 
dangerous Wounds, and which bled as olten as they 
were opened ; I have feen Englifomen look on, not 
only without interpofing, but with dry Eyes, and 
{tony Hearts: When fuch Deductions have been 
made from unqueftionable Facts, as a /ottentot could 
not help fecing the Force of, [have known them 
dainp’d by fuch fordid Expreflions as thele, /t weil 
Lift my Time, I am but a Paffinger, &c. 

Sir, had this wretched Infenfibility benumb’d the 
gallant Nerves of the great Hampden, and thofe 
who ftood in the Breach with him, againit the 
kncroachments of the Crown, our Grandfathers 
had attended the Funeral of departed Liberty : And 
had not their Sons reviv’d the Flame, when alinolt 


felt ats Heat: Nothing, therefore, can be more 


vile and bate, than for us, who inherited fo glorious 


a Patrimony, to bequeath only the Memory of it 


to oug Children ; And, without having the Merit of 


Principle, or Conviétion, to urge in our Excule, 
to give into the Praétice of NR and 
P—— Q—m—e, after the Doctrine had been fo 
long and fo effectually exploded. 

I am afraid, Sir, the Benevolent among us out- 





the Public ferv’d, than endeavour to ferve it our- 
felves: ‘That, with the Sluggard in the Proverbs, 
we fancy there is a Lion in the Way; and if we 
venture within his Reach, we fhall be torn to 
Picces. 

| am afraid we are but too apt to excufe ourlelves 
from our Duties to the Public, by paying too great 
uu Attention to our private Concer, whyther of

Bulinefs or of Pleafure: Lam afraid we forget thar, 
inthe Whole, all the Parts are included , and that 
when the common Stock is exhaufted, the Property 
of Individuals will be very infecure. 

I am afraid the recent Example of a few ill Men 
has introdue’d fuch a Spirit of Diffidence among 
us, that we fhall fufter Ruin to enter, before we 
fhall refolve to empower any body to keep it out. 

And 1 am atraul we are on the Point of de- 
{pairing of the Republic; partly from a Sente of 
the variety of Evils we are furrounded with, and 
partly from a Conceit that we have as little Power 
to rectify what is amils, as to punifh the Wrong- 
doer. 

I have thus far held the Glafs to you, Sir, to 
mytelf, and to my Fellow Subjects ino geneial, 
Tho’ we cannot improve our Features or Complec- 
tions, we can modily our Paflions, we can alter our 
Purfuits, we can refine upon our Conduct; when 
we have done what depends on ourfelves, we ate 
not anfwerable for !.vents, and we fhall ttand ac- 
quitted to all Poflerity. 

That we may do what depends on ourfelves, 
that the Bird may not dic in ouk HANDS, is the 
Motive for this Addrefs. “To fuch a Nation as this 
nothing fhould be impoffible. In the Wane of our 
Greatnefs, Wealth, and Glory, we certainly are : 
But the Day of our total Objcurity, | ope, is tar 
remote, 

There is a latent Spring in our Conttitution, 
which fcarce any Weight can over-power, which 
fearce any Violence can weaken. Petitioning, lays 
the Bill of Rights, is the Right of the Subject. 
When, therelore, MISKEPRESENTED and ages 
griev'd, where they ought ever to tind Redrets, 
and Contideration, the People of /ing/and have fill 
other legal Means to fet forth their Vlaints, and to 
obtain Satistaction. 

Out of Parliament they can apply tothe Kine as 
the PFatracr, andin Parliament asthe Man oF 
His PeopLie: And it is not to be prefum'd that 
under any Branch of the pretent illuttious Family 
they willever apply in vain, 

Nor have we only the Right, but the Power, 
and the Means of bringing it calily and naturally 
into Execution, 

The feveral Grand ‘Juries of the Kingdom, 
without the leaft Offence to Decorum, may, at 
every Mecting, if they pleate, colleét and divedt 
the Senfe, and Sufferings of their Fellow Subjects ; 
or, if they do not care for the Trouble, the pro- 
per Reprefentations may be prepar'd, and deliver'd 
to them by fuch as are more anxious to reheve tholg 
below, and le’s fearful to cffend thole above. 

I do not recommend the teating the Crown 
with Applications of this Kind, upon every trivial 
Occalion; but only when our ALL Is ATSTAKE, 
and it is notorioutly indifpentable, at any Hazard, 
to refcue both Prince and People, out of the Hands 
of thofe who go all Lengths to ruin both the one 
and the other.

The Officer, whom the General fent to me, 
eave me to undeiftand, that he had Orders to 
obtain from me a Reverfal, fuch as his General 
demanded in the foregotng Letter. I reprefented 
to this Officer the Impoffibility of making Prifo- 
ner the Minifter of a Prince, whois not at War 
with the Emperor his Matter. He returned me 
no other Aufwer, but that he was obliged to obey 
the Orders which had been given him. I found 
mytelf therefore under a Necefiity of figning the 
following Paper. 

Having been arrefted by: the Troops of his 
Impcrial Maje fty, the Count de St. Germain has 
granted me his Paflport, on Condition, that if [ 
am declared Prifoner of War by his Imperial 
Majefty, T fhould fubmit my/elf to that Conui- 
tion. Declared and figned at Farnbach, this 17th 
of September, 1744. Uhereupon he ordered my 
Servant to be fet at Liberty, who had been, till 
that Time, kept Prifoner at Fiert, a Place ata 
League’s Diftance from Farnbach; and the Officery 
with four Huffars, efcorted me to Nurenbourg.
